C hattanooga, May 26— Decorated as 
never before in her 
history, 
C hat­ 
tanooga today threw her gates wide 
open in w elcom e to the thousands of 
arriving C onfederate veterans, 
sons 
of C onfederate veterans, daughters of 
the C onfederacy an dother visitors. 
This is the tw enty-third annual re­ 
union of the veterans, th e eighteenth 
of the son s. 
Every arriving train to­ 
day was crowded with visitors. The 
veterans are m uch more feeble than 
when they were here for their first 
reunion tw enty-three years ago. The 
num ber has been thinned by death 
and age has dimmed their eyes, bent 
their form s and given a snow'y ap­ 
pearance to the beards and hair. But 
som ething of the old spirit of half a 
century ago was still m anifest as the 
delegations m arched from the rail­ 
way stations to the reunion headquar 
ters, with a band playing “D ixie” at 
the head of the colum n and the Stars 
and Bars fluttering in the breeze. 
The geographical location of Chat­ 
tanooga is exceptionally w ell suited 
for the reunion. 
North and 
south 
and east and west are 
the 
States 
which rallied to the standards of Lee 
and Jackson, and in the im m ediate 
vicinity were fought the great battles 
of Chickam auga, Lookout 
Mountain 
and M issionary R idge. 
H alf a dozen 
trunk lines of railroad enter the city 
from all directions 
and 
scores 
of 
special trains are being run for the 
convenience of veterans and other vis 
itors. 
At a cost of thousands of dollars 
the reunion com m ittee has had all 
the principal streets profusely decor­ 
ated. Am ple provision has been made 
in the way of rest stations, tem por­ 
ary hospitals, lunch stands and other
